Dea-r Director Schlesinger: 

^e First Federal Design Assembly for Federal administrators 
and designers, held in early April at President Nixon's request, 
generated a great deal of enthusiasm and favorable press response. 

The major conclusion drawn by those participating in the As- 
sembly is that the success of the Federal Design Improvement in- 
itiatives depends in large part on the personal commitment and 
support of the Government's highest administrators. Therefore, I 
plan to make every effort to keep you and your staff informed and 
to elicit, on occasion, your assistance. 

The Assembly is one of the Government's four programs to im- 
prove the design quality of Federal buildings and publications. 

The first one presented a clear and compelling view of design as 
a necessary component of the decision making process. I am en- 
closing a copy of The Design Necessity Casebook of Federally ini- 
lated projects which illustrates why "effective design of public 
services is itself an essential public service." The Casebook's 
introduction will be of particular interest to you because it ex- 
piains the relationships between design and performance criteria 
applicable to all Federal agencies. 

The comments from Federal administrators attending the Assem- 
bly , including several from the Central Intelligence Agency have 
been overwhelmingly positive. They view the Assembly as a signi- 
ficant beginning for continuing the dialogue about the importance 
and relevance of design to their agencies. As plans for the
